The St. Michael’s Fire & Rescu 
Squad has been a fully functional fire pro 
~ tection and emergency medical care ser 
™ vice unit for over 25 years now. Twenty 
s five years ago a student athlete’s lif 
could have been saved had there bee 
quick, emergency medical care and trans. 
portation. Concerned students united 
with the assistance of the former Secu 
rity Director, Don Sutton. A maintenance vehicle was provided for the students to be 
used as an ambulance and thus began what we know as the rescue unit in 1969. 

Primary care is provided by St. Michael’s Rescue to the St. Michael’s College 
community, the city of Winooski, The towns of Williston, St. George, Hinesburg anc 
Colchester as well as 20 miles off I-89. The squad consists 20 active student member: 
and 10 alumni members. The squad responds to 1500 per year which may include 
respiratory and cardiac emergencies, traumatic emergencies, car accidents, inter-hos- 
pital transports and any others. All members are medically trained and become I 
censed under the State of Vermont. 

The Fire Squad was formed a few months after the Rescue Squad in 1970. It too, 
consisted of students. It was originally formed as a fire protection company for the St. 
Michael’s College community and Fort Ethan Allen, but now has expanded to include 
a response area covering the town of Colchester and Mutual Aid to.surrounding towns. 

Over ten years ago Colchester Center Volunteer Fire Co. (CCVFC) to SMFD under 
its wing and made it a sub station of the CCVFC. As a substation of CCVFC, SMFD 
was expected to respond to all calls CCVFC went to. This agreement is still in use. 

With the dedication of both squads from the men and women that are a part of it, St 
Michael’s Fire & Rescue has become a well respected organization not only by the 
college community, but also of all Chittenden County.
